> much that Califio cried out, and ſaid, o Jupiter what folly is this ? Knoweſt thou ; & I am ſo to be 
ome of thy flattering Words? I bid much rather the Earth would open and ſwallow me up in her 
amb. My Sifter, aniwered Fupiter, there is no remedy that may let my will be accomplifhed : Te ſhall do 
y will and pleaſure, be it by force or be it by love. ith theſe Words caliſto began to cry out 
ich all her might; but Fuptter accompliſhed his Pleaſure on her. There was neither Man 
or Woman' thereabouts that heard her: and Fupiter did his will of her Body, and knew 
r fleſhly, and engendered on her a Son. After he comforted her, and promiſed to her in 
Il things, and to take her to his Wife, if ſhe would return to the World with him. But 
is fair Speech, nor his Promiſes might not comfort her, nor for nothing that he could do 
xr ſay, he could not come into the yu of Caliſto.

1 Array, go thy way into ſome place, where thou mayeſt be de- 
Irvered of the Fruit that refteth on ther; for thou ſhalt be no longer here within. | nnn, 
When Califto heard the Goddeſs Diana, and knew that ſhe ſaid Truth, great Tears fell from 
her Eyes: and weeping in great abundance excuſed her ſelf, rehearſing the great Abuſe and 
Violence that Fupiter had committed: Dianz and the Maidens wondered Fujiter had them ſo de- 
ceived. Caliſto cryed her Mercy, and many times offered her ſelf to the Correction of the

condemned to go out of the Cloyſter, and ſo much went the matter forth, that the poor 
religious Woman departed from thence fo aſhamed, that ſhe would go to no Town, City, 
or Houſe, but in a deep Cave that ſhe had ſeen aforetime in the Wood : and firſt ſhe made 
der Proviſion of Herbs and Roots, foraſmuch as the Winter was coming.

How Titan. affailed by War his Brother Saturn, foraſmuch as he had not put to death all his Children, 
W Hen yoting Archas was crowned King of Pelage, he named the City Arcadia after 
his own. Name: King Saturn was ſo puifſant, that to amplifie and encreaſe the Splen- 
dor of his Nativity, he named himſelf Saturn, Son of Heaven and Earth. But then he be- 
gan to ftudy how, and by what manner he might exalt the Splendor of his Felicity: By 
vine Myſteries Fortune turned her Back to him; and as there is nothing in the Earth 
that may abide and endure, ſo it happened; for Iitan was certified that Queen Gibel had di- 
vers Men-Children that ſhe had cau ed to be kept ſecretly, and thereby had ſeyed their 
Lives, Boccace that recounteth this Hiſtory, in the fourth Book of the Genealogies of the 
Gods, faith not by what means Titan knew this thing always, either by Suſpicion or by

the Gods and Fortune done for me? thou art m_ of Members, and there proceeds fr; 
thy Heart words more outragious than wiſe: An foraimuch as thou demandeſt Ratii x li 
thou art welcome; make thee ready, and do the beſt /thon canſt.

How Jupiter and Saturn reconciled themſelves together: And how Jupiter by Commandment ef bis Weccuſe 
ther went to _ King Apollo of Paphos; and of the Medicine of Eſculapius. - Irawr 
T Upiter received theſe Citizens and their Tydings in great gladneſs; and deſiring with that f. 
his Heart to be with his Father and Mother, did ſo much ſpeed him, that he entred I Ipoke. 
do creet: -Stturn and Cibel, with Veſta were at the Gate, who received him honourably, and brougMand y 
him to the Palace, where he was feaſted with the King Milliſeus and Archas. in ſuch faſhic 


that it could be no better. At the coming of Fupiter many Tears we ſhed for joy, 
Dame Cibe! and Yefts : Cibel kiſs'd and beclipt oftentimes her Son: And all they of the CoufMraiſed 
try came thither into the Palace to feaſt and worſhip Fupiterz and alſo they gave hi 
many great Gifts, And it is not to be forgotten, how Saturn reconciled himſelf unto hi 
.and gave him a State as to his Son. During theſe things, the Body of Titan was ſearc 
among the dead Bodies, by the Commandment of Sum: And there was made for hin 
ſolemn Obſequy, as it appertained to a King, and likewiſe unte his Sons that were fon 
dead in the Battle: However all the Sons of Titan were not yet periſhed and dead in 
Battle; for among all other Foptews and Briarius were left alive and fled; that is to 
Briarius was fled into the Ifle of Greece, named Nericos; and Fopteus into a part of 
Where he inhabited: And he had with him three Sons, whereof the eldeſt was named 4 
the ſecond Heſperwsz and the third named himſelf Promethens. Atlas dwelled in Libis 4 
pony — "0g in Spain, and were both vanquiſhed by Hercules, as ſhall be rehearſed int 
ſecond Book. | 

When Stturn and Fupiter had done the Obſequies of the , Tydings came to fu 
that Apollo, King of Paphos had taken part with them that fled from the Battle of. 
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 Tiranozs. This ſaid Apollo had made Alliances with Sturn, and was Son of Fupiter of Auict WI Seigno: 


Fupiter and Saturn heard theſe Tydings, Stum required Fupiter thad he would take veng 
on Apollo that was his Allie, and that he would deſtroy his Enemies. At the. requelt 
Saum he enterprized the War, and in haſte went and beſieged the City of Paphos, and u 
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t with Aſſault, and put to Sword all the Fugitives that he could find: And moreover, he 
oiled Apollo of all his Riches, and of his Lordſhips, leaving him ſo nakedly, that he 
leparted from Paphos, not as a King, but as a poor Beggar: And Fortune was to him ſo 
ontrary, that he was conſtrained ro keep the Sheep of King Admetus of Theſſaly. In this 
place, ſome. Men ſay, that in the time that Fupiter began to mount it his Reign, and to 
mbrace Honour, Eſculapius, Son of Apollo, which was expert in Medicine, ſearching on a da 

is Adventures; as he went by a Wood fide, he ſaw from a far; where a Herdſman with 
is little Horn fought againſt a Bafilisk, that of his nature flew the People only with his 
icht. When Eſculapius ſaw this, he greatly marvelled, he had not long abiden, but that the 


as there hard by. Eſculapius was amazed at this thing, ſo that he knew not what to ſay; for 
ze thought it was impoſſible for any Man to overcome ſo mortal a"Beaſt. When the Bafilisk 
48 withdrawn upon the Rock, Eſculapius went (very haſtily) unto the Herdſman, or Shep- 
erd; and finding that he had on his Head a Chaplet or Garland made of divers Her 

ad Flowers, he judged incontinently, that in this aforeſaid Garland was arr Herb of ſuch 
ertue that kept him from Death, and alſo from the ſubtile Venom of the Baſilisk. Then 
e entreated ſo, that the Herdſman or Shepherd gave him his Chaplet or Garland, as igno- 
ant of the Virtue thereof; and then the ſaid Herdſman went again to aſſail the Bafilisk 5 
nd ſuddenly with one youw fight of his Eyes, the poor Shepherd fell dead to the Earth. 
Eſculapius was then well affured, that he had well thought that in the Chaplet was an 
Herb that ſufficed to withſtand againſt the malicious intoxication of the venemous Eyes of 
Beaſts; and with the ſaid Chaplet he went to the Rock, and fought againſt the Baſilisk 
hat he flew him. When he had thus done, he went unto the Herdſman, and having pi- 
y on him, took all the Herbs one after another, whereof the Chaplet was made, and pur 
hem avg by themſelves each in his Mouth. And at laſt he touched the Leaves of the 
yertuous Herb, and bruiſed it in his Mouth; ſo putting it in the dead Man's Mouth, ſud- 
lenly he roſe from Death to Life. O! marvellous vertue of an Herb. Men read that by 
the ſame Herb Hippolitus (who came unto his death by the means of his Step-Mother who 


Irawn through Buſhes, Hedges, Mountains, and Thorns, when his Body. was found, and they 
that found him, laid it in a Meadow upon a Plat of Herbs (like unto the Herb whereof was 
ſpoken before) by the vertue of the ſame his Wounds were healed, and Lite was given 
and yielded unto him again.

When Eſculapius had raiſed the. Herdſman or Shepherd, he took the Herb and the Bafilisk 


raiſed Men from Death unto Life by the vertue of an Herb. And for this cauſe he got 
him ſo high a Name, that Fupiter was diſpleaſed at his Glory, and flew him; whereaf bi 
Father Apollo took ſo great Sorrow to himſelf, that he enterprized the War againſt Fupi- 
ter, Fupiter overcame him, and conſtrained him to ſuch an extremity, that to hide his 
Name he went and ſerved King Admetus of Theſſaly. And thus when Fupiter had vanquiſhed 
Apollo, he returned ineo Gree with great glory, and found there Neptune and Pluto his Bre- 
thren, and uno his Siſter.

Tenzdin,. which was a rich City, they aſſailed it, 
4 rook ir, and they fer it on Fire, and;burned it; and the Air was ſo enflamed that 
was ſeen in Trey how the City burnt. The Aſſault of nadon dured not long, becauſe the 
yay were not advertiſed thereof, When they ſaw the Air ſo euflamed, for to ſee from 
hat place the Flame came, they went up on the high Towers of lien, and looking 
wards Tenzdon, ſaw that the City was all on Fire, whereat they that ſaw it were greatly - - 
ed. About this time they looked into the Sea, and ſaw coming towards them a Fleet of 
ih whe1eof they were more abaſhed than before. And without any longer tarrying 
ey deſcended and went down into the Hall of King Laomeden, and ſaid to him; Alas Sir 
ut is be# to be done? The Greeks come upon us with an exceeding Army; we have ſeen them an hnow 
u. The ſtrong Hercules menacerh you for to City, ſurely I believe it is be, for be hath burm 
nadon, and that & be that cauſeth the Air to be ful of Fre. King Laomeden hearing this News 
un to taſte of the evil Treſpaſs that he had done and committed againſt Hercules. Not- 
thilanding to encourage his Men and his Son Priamus that was at that time of the Age 
twenty Years, he did cauſe to ſound to Arms, and made him ready, and with his 
rms ſhewed a fierce ſemblance. This done, he armed his Son Priamus that neyer had been 
Battle before, and dubbed him Knight. After he took him by the Hand, and iſſued 
It of Mion: In iſſuing out he met with many Trojens, that told him, that at his Port vers 23 
aded many Greeks, and had — Tenadon, and that unleſs he haſted him, they would * 
on take Land. Laomedon without ſpeaking any word paſſed forth by them that had brought 
m theſe Tydings, and came unto a place that was there by 1/ion, where he found more 
in twenty thouſand Trojans armed. And ſeeing them, he — to joy in himſelf, and 
led the Principals, and ſaid to them: Lords, Ye be renowned in all the World by the 
* Proweſs. of your Anceſters: Before that Troy was walled, they defended ir with the 
ford againſt their Enemies: The renowned, King Fupiter of creet could not get this 
ity, nor the Theſſz/onians by their War could never ſubdue this City. It now happeneth 
b Day, that a new Aſſembly of Enemies have come upon this City, and as Men ſay 
y have put the Fire in Nuaden, let us go and receive them couragiouſly, and let u 
ate them like as our Fathers have made others. When the Trojans heard theſe Wor 
it King, they anſwered all, They would live and die with him: And that they had In» 
tion to keep his honour, and to make grow their antient Glory. Withour — 
long Proceſs the King Laomedon did then diſplay his Banners. After he iſſued out 
and then as he began to conduct and lead them forth, ſuddenly he heard at the Port 
fling great Noiſe of Trumpets, Clarions and Tabors of the Greels. 
hen his Blood began to chaſe, for he knew that they were his Enemies: And as ſoon 
they knew they were Greeks, without holding of any Order or Meaſure, they diſlodg- 
them, and dean to run to the Port one before another. When they approached the 
rt, they eſpied the Greeks: Then they challenged them unto the Death, and ran upon 
hn ſharply. The Greeks were furniſhed with,good Armougs, and put them to defence, and 
Wn to Skirmiſh the one with the other ſo unmeaſursaly, that in the noenting. ol 
ing there were many flain and hurt. Hercules was there among the Greeks : He began 
M ſharply among Trojans, and had his Club. Surely he welcomed them, that the moſt _ 
Enemies durſt not abide him: He fought fiercely in defire of reyengement, in co» 
W of worſhip, and to get him a name: * up his Hand he ſhewed to the ws | 
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dis Gu dd Wade them to feel the weight thereof, and the ſtrength of bis Arm z al

rules fonght againſt them fiercely: He went before, all the Greeks followed him, and to 
pleadure ro behold him. The Cry was great. about him. He fought- until the Night, 
never cealed until the going down of the Sun, and then the Trojans ſounded a Retry 
and then departed both Parties: And they conclued that on the morrow they would 
niſh their Enemies wich Battle. And the. s forniſhed them in the Campaign, 
made good Cheer, for they had loſt but. few: of their People at: their coming. on In 
When the Day appeared to the Trojans and Greek, each in his manner made ready for þ 
tle: Many of the Troja would gladly have broken this Battle, and prayed King Lun 
that he would render and deliver to Hercules the Horſes that he owed to:-him. Lum 
would not do it, but anſwered, that he doubred nothing his Enemies. He had then ab 
fry thouſand fighting Men all ready: Of theſe: fifty thouſand he made two Battles, o 
twenty thoulind, and that he led himfelf; and the other of thirty thouſand, of whit 
e made Priamus Ca ptain. This done, he iffued out of Hey with twenty thouſand. fightir 
Men, and came unto the Fields entering. upon the Greeks.: - | 
W hen the Greeks eſpied . they were full of Joy, as they that we 
ready for to receive them at the point of their Spears, and with hewing of their Sword 
They made of their Hoſt four Battles; in the firſt wes Hercules, and in the fecond the othe 
Hmpbyrrion- and Theſeus, and in the third was King creon, and in the fourth was Ri beginn!
